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City council lowers speed limit on Herman Driggers Drive

Motorist on Herman Driggers 
Drive will soon be driving at 45 
miles per hour if they want to stay 
within the law. The Elba City Coun- 
cil approved such a request by Coun- 
cil member Earl McCollough Mon- 
day night. The speed reduction had 
the full approval of Police Chicf 
Jack Parker. 

In making the motion, McCol- 
lough reported that the police have 
clocked drivers at 70 miles an hour 
on that short stretch of road. 

The motion to lower the speed 
limits from the statewide 55 MPH 
was approved unanimously by the 
city officials in a roll call vote. The

Compared to previous meetings, 
the Coffee County Commission held 
a relatively short meeting Monday 
morning. 

Only three items of business were 
listed on the mecting’s agenda - 
opening of herbicide bids, awarding 
bid for garbage pickup in the 
county, and Attorney Paul Young 
was listed to discuss the landfill and 
the requirements for being placed on 
the commission’s mecting agenda. 

Young was not present in Mon- 
day’s mecting and a spokesperson 
for him asked that he be placed on 
the next mecting’s agenda. 

The awarding of the garbage 
pickup contract was postponed and 
the commissioners voted to adjourn 
Monday’s meeting until 9:00 a.m. on 
May 17 - next Monday. A decision 
on the garbage contract bid will be 
made at that time. 

Waste Away, Inc. was the low 
bidder. Their bid was $8.98 per 
houschold per month, The sixty day 
time limit for the awarding of the bid 
runs out on May 22. 

Commission Chairman Robert 
Stephens stated that the reason for 
the delay was “We’re considering 
every part of it (the bid). We want to 
study it further.

A discussion on what to do with 
the old Elba school property brought 
differing opinions from various 
council members and Mayor Ricky 
Haywood. 

The council approved a motion} 
by John W. Sharpless to get an es- 
timate of the appraisal cost on the 
former vocational building. He pro- 
poses offering that facility for sale at 


public auction and then offers others 
as the demand arises. 

Council member Bill Brunson 
said he favored turning over to the 
Industrial Development Board any 
parts of the property the city didn’t 
need, He explained this board could 
work more freely with potential in- 
dustries and could even help them 
get financing. 

Haywood voiced the opinion that 
the council needed to decide exactly 
how much land was going to be al- 
located with each building before 
asking for appraisals or offering the 
properties for sale. 

He also said he hoped they could 
realize enough money from the sale 
of various parts to be able to repair 
the front part of the old high school. 


study county-wide recreation 


Monday’s meeting was more or 
less routine. The major discussion 
occurred when Commissioner Bern- 
est Brooks made a motion pertaining 
to a county-wide recreation program 
for youngsters living in rural areas. 

Brooks’ motion was that the 
county establish and monitor a 
county-wide rural recreation pro- 
gram for county residents. 

The motion further stated that 
$10,000 be allotted to each commis- 
sion district and that a board - ap- 
proved by the commission - be es- 
tablished to administer the program. 

Each community receiving funds 
($10,000)would be required to pro- 
vide 25% in matching funds and/or 
in-kind work. 

Brooks’ motion died for lack of a 
second. 

Although all members of the 
commission were in agreement that 
the idea was a good one, their con- 
cern was “Where is the money to 
fund this program going to come 
from?” 

After his attempt to get immedi- 
ate approval, Brooks offered a mo- 
tion, at the encouragement of other 
commissioners, to appoint a commit- 
tce to study a rural recreation pro- 
gram and bring a proposal back be- 
fore the commission. The proposal is 
to include a recommendation on how 
to fund the program.

News not good on Mulberry paving project

The Elba City Council heard a 
discouraging report on the progress 
of the paving project in Mulberry 
Heights. 

This paving project began last fall 
and delays due to rainy weather have 
caused problems for the city and an- 
guish among the residents on those 
streets. Many citizens report mounds 
of mud being tracked onto the car- 
pets in their homes during the past 
eight months. Others tell of having 
been stuck in the mud and/or dam- 
age to their automobiles because of 
the construction delays. 

At least two contract extensions 
were agreed upon by city officials 
because of the adverse weather con- 
ditions during the winter months. 
This work is being funded with fed- 
eral grants. In addition to the im- 


mediate problems of the residents on 
the streets involved, applying for 
other grants cannot be done until this 
project is completed, 

Operations Officer Henry Clark 
told the council an effort was made

last week to move forward with the 
project when the contractor put a 
coating of tar on “a couple of 
streets.” Then a shower of rain 
caused them to stop again. Monday 
of this week when they attempted to 
restart the paving, it was discovered 


that water just below the surface, 
was working back to the top, thus 
preventing any more paving. This is 
described as reacting like a wick on 
an old kerosene lamp and was hap- 
ping on all the streets in the project, 
including those coated last week. 

Clark said he was planning a 
meeting with the engineer this week 
to determine the next step. He said it 
is possible that new base material 
will have to be hauled in if the work 
is ever to be completed. The en- 
gineer will have to make that de- 
cision however. 

A close reading of the paving 
contract will be necessary to de- 
termine exactly who will pay the 
cost of replacing the base material, 
according to Clark. 

“There is no need to put down as- 
phalt if it is going to be torn up in a 
few months because of poor basing,” 
Clark explained, 


Elba City Schools anticipate no cash flow problem

Elba school board members heard 
some good news last Thursday night 
when Superintendent Charles Pearce 
reviewed the financial statement 
with them and said, “I anticipate no 
cash flow problem when school 
Starts.” 

Mrs. Mynra Rhoades was named 
as new chairman of the board in the 
annual board realignment, replacing 
Mr. Bob Robertson. Mr. Eddie Kel- 
ley was named Vice Chairman. 

The board also accepted a rec- 
ommendation by Pearce and adopted 
two additions to the board policy 
manual. Both changes deal with 
wearing apparel and other posses- 
sions, 

The board approved the delivery 
of non-renewal letters to all non- 


tenured personnel. This is done an- 
nually while the school awaits final 
legislative approval of the school 
budget for the coming year. All em- 
ployees, both teachers and support 
personnel, get the “firing letter.” 
Once the budget is approved and the 
actual amount of teacher pay funds 
are available, many of these will be 
rehired. 


“These ladies are to be 
commended.

New Brockton’s housing rehab 
project nearing completion 


The town of New Brockton is 
nearing completion of its FY (fiscal 
peat) 1991 Housing Rehabilitation 

roject. 

The $330,000.00 grant went to- 
ward the rehabilitation of 30 low and 
moderate income homes. Ninety per- 
cent of their cost was supplied by the 
match and the other 10 percent by 
the homeowner. 

The rchab project was adminis- 
tered by Ewing-Conner and Asso- 
ciates, Inc., Dothan, Alabama, David 
Ewing and Eric Johnson were ad- 
ministrators of the project. 

Johnson said, “The town of New 
Brockton has definitely improved its 
appearance and saved a portion of its 
housing stock,” 

Code Enforcement Officer, Ben 
Prichett, was responsible for inspec- 
tion of each completed house. He 
worked with local contactors and 
the town’s clerk, Linda Dillow, 
weekly, 

Prichett said, “The project ran 
very smoothly,” complimenting 
Mayor Kathryn S, Holley, the coun- 
cil, town clerk and the township resi- 
dents. "They were all great to work 
with,” 

“The housing rehabilitation pro- 
ject generated much activity for the 
clerk's office,” said Dillow, “! like 
to think the expeditious manner in 
which the project progressed and is 
ready to close out was due to team 
work, 

“After a frantic first two weeks 
into the project, which began in mid- 
January, we developed a system Co- 
ordinating between the consultants, 
clerk's office, conwactors, home- 
owners, code enforcement officer, 
street department, and Mayor Hol- 
ley.”

Superintendent Pearce explained 
that the book bags among the high 
school students was largely a carry 
over from the two years in the trail- 
ers when there were no book lockers 
available. 

He said the need for the ban on 
gang related materials was high- 
lighted on every report the school 
gets on gangs. He said there was no 
way to be totally specific on “gang 
related” and that is why the policy is 
worded the way it is. 

Pearce pointed out that the de- 
cision making process was at the ad- 
ministrative level. He said they 
didn’t want the teacher to have to 
make the decision, but wanted them 
aware of the situations and to be able 
to discuss it with the administration.

“All public officers and servants 
Shall correctly make and accu- 
rately keep in and for their re- 
spective offices or place Sof busi- 
ness all such books or sets of 
books, documents, files, papers, 
letters and copies of letters as at 
all times shall afford full and de- 
tailed information in reference to 
the activities or business required 
to be done or carried on by such 
officer or servant and from 
which the actual status and con- 
dition of such activities and busi- 
ness can be ascertained without 
extraneous information, and all 
of the books, documents, files, 
papers, letters and copies of let- 
ters so made and kept shall be 
carefully protected and safely 
preserved and guarded from mu- 
tilation, loss or destruction.” 

After being cited the above Ala- 
bama Code, Chief Parker stated 
that he would look into the matter 
further and get back with this 
hewspaper.

I am proud to report that the 
Legislature has passed versions of 
both budgets and a strengthened 
State ethics law. Under state law, 
we must complete our work by 
May 17 and adjourn the 1993 ses-

With Jake 


I remember when Elba had no 
paved streets, If any of them had 
names we didn't know it, There was 
always whiskey drinking. I remem- 
ber washed out holes around the 
square and other areas, One time 
several young men were driving a 
touring car, It was four door but they 
had taken the cloth top off and one 
of them was riding on the top of the 
back seat and they hit a large hole 
that bounced him up so high that the 
car ran out from under him and he 
landed in the mud. Everyone 
laughed about that, No harm done, 
The first paved streets, I mean with 
concrete, were completely around 
the eh and up past the Methodist 
church on Davis up to Adkinson 
then across to Simmons past the 
Baptist church back to the square, 
That was about 1927. It was also 
paved from Davis to Simmons on 
that one block portion of Claxton, 
Easy to understand; from the Metho- 
dist church to Loyd Danicls BP Sta- 
tion, In about 1924 or 25 there was a 
large oak tree in the middle of Clax- 
ton, just north of what is now Peo- 
ples Bank. Traffic, of which there 
was very little, and most of that was 
mules and wagons, went on either 
side of that tree. I had never scen a 
tree cut down and at 4 or 5 years of 
age I sat on our porch and was fasci- 
nated and it occupied my time seeing 
something so awesome to a young 
boy. It impressed me so that I still 
recall it, The Troy road had nothing 
done to it until the early 1930's. It 
was black-topped from Simmons up 
past Windhams Mill. A total of 
about six(6) miles. People, the few 
who had automobiles, did not use 
them every day. On Sunday after- 
noon that made it a special treat to 
ride out to the end of the black top 
and come back to Elba, 

Next comes Elba Fire Depart- 
ment. It was located on the corner of 
Claxton and Simmons, It faced Clax- 
ton. Of course it was all Volunteer. 
It consisted of a mule lot with mules, 
A two wheeled car with wheels at 
least 6 feet tall, a cylinder between 
wheels carried the rolled up fire 
hose. There was a covered shed for 
the car, If the fire was very far away 
the mule was hooked up. If close by 
the men grabbed the shafts and 
pulled it themselves to save time. 
The building on Davis across from 
Br. M.V. Miles and Bob Cannon’s 
office caught fire. The nearest fire 
hydrant was on the corner of Court 
and Davis, across from the old Elba 
Exchange Bank. The alley was by 
ihe side of the building and my fa- 
ther’s hardware store backed up to 
the building on fire. The firemen 
were trying to open the plug with 
their wrench and could not. My fa- 
ther ran to his store and got a 18" 
Stilson pipe wrench and with super 
human strength bent the wrench but 
opened it to save his own store. The 
building that had been on fire was 
not burned down, I remember the 
charred beams that I imagine are still 
in that building. Many have had a 
varied amount of business there. 

Elba was known as the City of 
Flowing Wells. Frames for car tags 
were sold, The city used it on their 
stationery head. It was a way to pro- 
mote the city. There were lots of 
them. We had one in our back yard. 
It wasn’t a big flow as some were. It 
was drilled by General Blackmon in 
the early 1930's. There was one at 
Dr. Allred’s house on Buford street. 
This was capped off when the Piggly 
Wiggly bought that property. They 
tore down the big story and one half 
house. They also bought the Baptist 
church property that had its first pas- 
torium on it. That was the corner of 
Buford and Claxton and included an 
extra lot on Claxton. There was one 
at Fulton Clark’s station on the west 
corner of Simmons and Claxton, 
Across the same corner on the east 
side was another, Up above the old 
Junior Food Store on Claxton was 
another. That was on the south por- 
tion of Cook Chevrolet. It was next 
to Clifford “Red” Cooks store. It 
was not a big stream but a pipe was 
run Out so that people would go from 
all around to fill their jugs with 
good, cool drinking water. Of course 
people drank directly from the pipe. 
One of the real popular ones was up 
the Troy road. i Creek crosses the 
road headed for Whitewater Creek at 
that point. I believe that Will P. 
Windham had a mill on that creek at 
one time because we have always re- 
ferred to it as Windhams Mill. | 
know that he built the house just the 
other side of the creek. At any rate a 
small flowing well was just north of 
his house. It was just far enough ofl 
of the road that a car could pull off 
and drink, People going or coming 
from Troy or that direction would 
stop to drink, It was not unusual for 
more than one car al a time to stop 
there, The flowing well on the Court 
House Square was well known and 
sO was one at Elba swimming 

across Pea River, They were 
large force wells. 

sant ieaeh. The aan noes 
have not listed. most importa 
well in Elba was in all probability 
known to only a relatively few peo- 
ple but it was by far the most impor-

tint. It was located on Plant Ave, 
just across the railroad on the left 
close to where Nasco Equipment Co, 
is now. A large cistern was just be- 
hind it. It was round, about 25 feet in 
diameter, it was about 3 fect above 
ground, had a conical metal roof, | 
never saw inside of it but it was a 
good 8 feet underground. The flow- 
ing well went into that large tank, 
There was one or two electric tur- 
bines that were switched on manual- 
ly to send the water up to the top of 
Reddock Hill where there was a 
large concrete reservoir. It also had a 
conical metal roof on it, This was the 
total water supply for Elba, The wa- 
ter came back off the hill with gravi- 
ly pressure only. Elba at that time 
was almost entirely in the flat area of 
town, The ones that were too high to 
receive water had to have their own 
water wells, Ernest Owen was the 
only Supt. of Water that I knew in 
those days. Some people called him 
Ikey and in later years “Pap” Owen. 
He did electrical work as well as 
knowing just how to operate the wa- 
ter system, When he needed help, he 
hired someone by the day. He did al- 
most all of it by himself, I have been 
told that Olin Winston came before 
him, Ernest Owen had one daughter, 
Alene, who married Spencer Ziglar, 
Jack and Arthur were brothers. Nei- 
ther had children, Augustus ‘tGus” 
Owen had one daughter, Mahlon, 
who died as a teen-ager from blood 
oisoning from an infected pimple, 
his day and time it would have 
been of little trouble. Gus was an at- 
torney. Jack and Arthur were carpen- 
ters and brick masons, 

In that time if a person had run- 
ning water and a drop cord in every 
room with a bulb in it that was sure 
better than a kerosene lamp and an 
Out house. There were no electric ap- 
pliances of any kind. The first device 
was electric fans and most people 
could not afford to buy them. 

The Elba Calaboose (I think I 
should explain that calaboose name 
was used in those days and it was 
used properly--I denotes small city 
jail.)was located facing Simmons on 
the same lot as the Fire Dept. but 
back toward the alley, about 5 feet 
from the street. It was a brick build- 
ing about 7 feet high with hip roof 
with two cells 6 feet x 7 feet each 
with a brick wall scparating them, 
On each end there was a 14" square 
opening with 4 steel bars, and the 
heavy wooden doors the same thing. 
This was primarily used to house 
rowdy drunks. The cells were just 
bare cells, No furnishings. No water. 
The next moming, when they so- 
bered up they were released. The 
people that committed a serious of- 
fense were placed in the County Jail. 
It was rather lonely in the jail, At 
times there was only 1, 2 or 3 people 
there at the time. For quite a while 
Bryce Paul and Mrs. Paul lived 
there, It was no problem for Mrs. 
Paul to cook for the inmates while 
cooking for the family, It was not 
that much difference in the numbers. 

On one occasion, when I was still 
quite young, I was appalled at what 
happened there. A mentally ill man 
was placed there, He removed all of 
his clothes and men were lined up to 
look in the windows like it was a 


side show. Thank God for the vast 
improvement we have made serving 
the mentally ill. I'm proud that I 
served as President of the South 
Central Alabama Mental Health 
Board for two years, I was on the 
board for more than 12 years until 
my arthritis became too bad for me 
to attend, During my tenure as Presi- 
dent I’ve established the Coffee 
County Adult Training Center. The 
City of Enterprise was of much help 
in securing the property and building 
that made it possible. Mayor G.C. 
“Don” Donaldson, a native of Elba 
and his council members are to com- 
mended for helping to obtain this 
wonderful service that makes the life 
of retarded adults so much more en- 
joyable. 

P.S. I had completed this column 
when it occurred to me; I am no sci- 
entist but it stands to reason that be- 
cause all of the millions of gallons of 
water, from flowing wells all up and 
down the Pea River Basin in Elba, 
Samson and Geneva that went into 
storm drains and sewage system 
leaves litde wonder that the water ta- 
ble dropped so low they all stopped 
flowing.

believe he is 67 years old. 

He loves to eat and everyone tries 
to please him and has come very 
close to killing him with love. His 
memory of things Ph is amazing. 
He remembers, in detail, things that 
occurred 50 years ago. 

I'll tell one amusing event that 
happened in about 1946, We had a 
lily pool with flowing well water 
running into it. It was oval shaped, 
about 8 feet wide and 15 feet long. 
We had placed small goldfish in it 
and everyday some one in the family 
went there and threw them a handful 
of oatmeal. I never heard of fish 
food in those days. These fish, with 
running fresh water, grew to at least 
1 1/2 pounds. Many people came to 
see them, i and cats were trying 
to get them, One day, someone was 
screaming, "Mrs. Bonneau, Mrs. 
Bonneau!!" Mother yelled for me 
and I ran out to the pool. Jimmy was 
looking at the goldfish and fell in, It 
was only about 3 feet deep, but he 
was thrashing about thinking he was 
about to drown, I pulled him out. He 
was not big at that time. The Joe 
Young family lived next door to us. 
Mrs. Young was Evie Foley, a sister 
to Levy Foley, Jimmy's father. She 
dried him off and took care of him. 
Of course, Jimmy has told me about 
that event at least 200 times. There 
have been people better known in 


Elba, at one time or another, than ‘ 


Jimmy, but no one that has had the 
ability to be known and loved for so 
long a time.

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A Visit To The Amazon 


The AEA holidays proved to be 

an educational experience of a life- 
lime for Mrs, Nadine Scarborough, 
biology teacher at Elba High School. 
She was invited to accompany Dr. 
Danice Costes, professor at Troy 
State University, on a seventeen day 
educational tour of the Amazon 
Rainforest and the Galapagos Is- 
lands, 
. The experience began with a 
flight from Montgomery on March 
29, After two exchange flights, Mrs, 
Scarborough arrived in Quito, Ecua- 
dor. Early the next morning by way 
of military transport, she landed at a 
small airstrip in Tarapoa, From here 
they traveled by an antiquated bus 
for a twenty mile journey over un- 
paved roads to the Aguarico River to 
board a twenty foot dugout canoe for 
the seventy mile trip down river into 
the tropical rainforest. This trip on 
the canoe took about three and one 
half hours and was punctuated by 
heavy tropical rainstorms, Mrs. Scar- 
borough arrived at the Flotel Orella- 
na (three deck boat) soaked and 
cold. This would be her home for the 
next four days as she went deep in- 
side the forest studying the birds, the 
animals, the mysteries of medicinal 
wild plants, the indigenous Cofan In- 
dians and their culture, 

On April 2, the group departed 
the jungle for a five hour canoe ride 
upriver to Tarapoa for the return 
flight to Quito. In Quito they were 
met by a guide that would be with 
them for the next three days, After a 
late afternoon lunch they journeyed 
to the village of Cusin, in the state of 
Imabura located north of Ecuador in 
the Northern Andes. Enroute to Cu- 
sin, they stopped on the equator and 
stood with one foot in the northern 
hemisphere and the other foot in the 
southern hemisphere. From this

point they could see the mountain 
Cayombee, which has a snow 
capped peak throughout the year, Af- 
ter a delicious supper and a warm 
shower, sleep came very easily. 

Early Saturday morning they vis- 
ited the famous Otavalo Market, 
South America’s most unique Indian 
merchandise market with its Alpaca 
sweaters, capes, ponchos, native 
Panama hats and Indian jewelry. In 
the afiernoon they visited Peguche 
Village which is called the Weaver's 
Village. Here they saw how the na- 
live’s spin and weave the wool. The 
weaving is always performed by the 
males of the family, Next they trav- 
cled to San Antonio, with its many 
shops famous for making beautiful 
wood carvings and wooden carved 
furniture. 

On Palm Sunday they visited the 
leather market in the village Cotac- 
ache, where leather purses, jackets, 
skirts, luggage, shoes, and other 
products were available, 

From Cotacache the party began 
the return trip to Quito and stopped 
at the village of Calderon, renowned 


for its brightly painted and varnished 
bread dough figures, which are one 
to six inches high and are shaped 
into birds, animals, flowers, trees, 
and people. They are traditionally 
placed on graves to honor the dead 
during the All Souls Day Celcbra- 
tions in November, but are also pop- 
ular Christmas ornaments, 

Mrs, Scarborough spent the night 
in Quito, and the next day they flew 
to the Galapagos Islands, via Qaya- 
quil. 

The Galapagos Islands are locat- 


ed about 600 miles off the coast of 


Ecuador and astride the equator. 
These islands were officially discov- 
ered in 1535 but did not appear on a 


map until 1570. The islands are bio- 
logically significant because of 
Charles Darwin and his book, Origin 
of the Species by Means of Natural 
Selection, This book triggered one of 
the most sensational scientific argu- 
ments in history and is still being de- 
bated today. ~ 

Mrs. Scarborough spent seven 
days on the different islands study- 
ing the plants and animals that are 
endemic to the islands, She observed 
animal species such as the giant tor- 
toise (Geoe f 3), the 
marine iguana hus cris- 
latus), which is the only sca going 
lizard in the world, and the waved al- 
batross (Di ia_i a), which 
mates only on the Galapagos Islands. 
She swam with the seals and photo- 
graphed many wildlife specimens 
from just a few steps away. She ex- 
pericnced an animal world totally 
unafraid and unspoiled by man, a 
natural paradise where animals go 
about their activities completely un- 
afraid of human observers, 

On April 12 Mrs, Scarborough re- 
turned to Quito, via Qayaquil. The 
next morning began with a tour of 
colonial Quito, This section of Quito 
was founded in 1534, and includes 
Spanish and Moorish type buildings, 
quaint cobblestone streets, many his- 
torical monasteries, houses and 
churches, One of the churches was 
built with blocks from the original 
Inca City and gilded with precious 
New World Metal. 

April 14 was the day of departure 
from Quito to Montgomery, via Mia- 
mi, Mrs, Scarborough arrived back 
in Elba early Thursday morning and 
is anxiously awaiting for slides to be 
developed so she can share this edu- 
cational experience with her stu- 
dents, faculty, and friends.

Under the supervision of science 
teacher Michelle McInnis, the Zion 
Chapel Chemistry and Physics classes 
visited the Joseph M. Farley Nuclear 
Plant. 

The tour started with a visit from 
WattsWorth, the plant's friendly robot. 
He introduced himself and got to know 
the students better. ; 

The students watched a video that 
showed different places throughout the 
plant. The video explained how each part 
of the plant operated and the safety pre- 
cautions that are taken everyday by 
workers in the plant. 

Farley Nuclear Plant is the only nu- 
clear plant operated in Alabama today. 
Nuclear energy plants now supply about 
20% of America’s electricity. 

Nuclear plant energy is not burned. 
The uranium fuel generates heat through 
a process called fission. The uranium is 
forced into ceramic pellets about the size 
of the end of a finger. These pellets are 
inserted into long, vertical tubes within 


. the reactor,

Association" has good news for con- 
sumers watching their fat consump- 
tion, The Iowa State University re- 
search shows that consumers can 
significantly reduce the amount of 
fat cooked in ground beef and still 
keep valuable nutrients, 

Researchers Jane Love and Ken 
Prusa studied the effects of different 
cooking methods and a rinsing tech- 
nique on the fat, calorie, cholesterol, 
iron, vitamin B-12 and zine content 
of ground beef. Samples containing 
70 to 90% lean ground beef were 
pan fried, pan broiled, or cooked ina 
microwave, blotted with absorbent 
paper towels and rinsed with water. 

"Up to 50% of the fat from 
cooked, crumbled ground beef was 
removed by rinsing with water," 
Love said. "Other rinsing studies 
have looked at reducing fat in 
ground beef, but we wanted to docu- 
ment the effects of rinsing on nutri- 
ent levels," she added. In general, 
rinsed samples contained more than 
90% of the protein, iron, vitamin B- 
12 and zinc found in the cooked, un- 
rinsed samples. "In a well-balanced 
diet, any nutritional loss from rinsing 
meat wouldn't be significant," she 
said, 

Cooked 70% and 80% lean 
ground beef hav about the same 
amount of fat. Rinsing the meat cuts 
the fat level by up to one-half. 
Ground beef that was 90% lean pro- 
vided the lowest level of fat when 
rinsed after cooking. Rinsing did not 
affect cholesterol levels.

Beware Of 
Poisonous 
Houseplants 


Do you enjoy having plants inside 
your home? Houseplants can bright- 
en up a room and, at the same time, 
bring a feel of the outdoors inside. 
However, you may not realize that 
some houseplants are poisonous, 

Many factors can influence the 
"poisonousness" of a particular 
plant, The toxic part of the plant may 
be diswibuted throughout the plant 
or concentrated in one particular 
part, such as the root, leaf, or berry. 
The amount of poison present may 
vary from plant to plant or from spe- 
cies to species, It can also vary with 
season, habitat, weather conditions, 
and soil, Also, the health and age of 
the person who eats the poisonous 
plant and the amount of the poison- 
Ous material ingested will influence 
the effect of the poison, 

Here are some common house- 
plants that have some poisonous 
qualities. 

Weeping Fig (Ficus benjamina) is 
toxic, and, if ingested, dermatitis can 
occur, 

Bird of Paradise (Strelitzia regin- 
ac) and Umbrella Plant or Palm (Cy- 
perus alternifolius) are also poison- 
ous plants, 

Philodendron (Philodendron spp. 
and hybrids) is toxic and can cause 
an irritation of the mouth if ingested. 

Dieffenbachia (Dieffenbachia se- 
guine or D, picta), All parts of this 
plant are toxic. If ingested, intense 
burning and irritation of the mouth 
and tongue can occur, Death can oc- 
cur if the base of the tongue swells 
enough to block the air passage of 
the throat, Dieffenbachia is also 
known as dumbeane, 

Usually, it is small children who 
are the victims of poisoning, While 
most houseplants are non-toxic, it is 
important to begin teaching your 
children at an early age not to put 
houseplants in their mouths,

Nematodes In Peanuts 


Most peanut farmers know that 
nematodes are one of the biggest 
pests in peanuts. Scientists tell me 
that in the peanut field where you 
see nO apparent injury to the peanut 
plant nematodes are still responsible 
for from 300 to 500 pounds yield 
loss in the peanuts. If there is visible 
apparent damage to the peanut plant, 
the yield loss may easily be 1000 
pounds of peanuts per acre. In some 
drastic cases the yield loss due to 
nematodes may even be one ton of 
peanuts per acre. In nematode test 
plots at the Auburn University Ex- 
periment Station at Headland, there 
is often an 800- to 1200-pound yield 
increase from the use of nematicides. 
A grower's decision to use a nemati- 
cide or not should be based upon his 
previous experience with the ficld or 
by the use of nematode samples. The 
cost of these samples has gone up 
from $5 to $10. 

As a general rule, nematodes are 
not as much of a problem in heavy 
soils. The reason is that the soil is 
too tight for the nematodes to move. 
The nematodes are not able to move 
as the soil moisture goes up and 
down and in dry times the nema- 
todes are caught near the surface of 
the soil where they can no longer ex- 
ist without soil moisture. Sandy 
soils, however, is where we sce most 
of the nematode problem. There is 
plenty of air space for the nematode 
to move in. 

If you have seen nematode prob- 
lems in your field in the past, unless 
you are on a four or five-year rota- 
tion, you will most likely see the 
same nematode problem as the last 
lime you had peanuts there. Espe- 
cially if your land is idle, you will 
have volunteer peanuts and legume 
weeds that are excellent hosts for 
nematodes. If you have sandy soils 
and don’t know if you have nema- 
todes or not, yo will want to apply a 
nematicide, 

One of the nematicides that we 
have for peanuts at planting is Temik 
15G. Last year’s rate is 13.3 to 20 
pounds per acre. Temik has just re- 
ceived a label for infurrow applica- 
tion. In talking to Dallas Hartzog, 
Auburn University peanut specialist, 
he shared with me that 7 pounds in 
the drill and 7 pounds behind the 
press wheel give excellent results, 

Temik has just received a 24 (c) 
label for a split at planting and post 
planting. The purpose for this split 
application is for peanut producers 
who have run into difficulty getting 
full season nematode control with at 
planting treatments. Split applica- 
tions of Temik 15G also give peanut 
growers more flexibility in their 
nematode control programs. For ex- 
ample, the post planting application 
could be left off if the weather 
turned dry or moved up if we had 
heavy rains. The usual method of ap- 
plying the split application is to ap- 
ply 10 pounds at planting on a nar- 
row six-inch band. The second 
application is another 10 pounds per 
acre applied on a 12- to 18-inch 
band no later than 40 days after 
ground cracking. Do not make more 


than one post plant application of 


Temik. Of course, at planting the Te- 


mik is to be worked into the soil, At 
the post planting time growers must 
knock the granules from the foliage 
with a drag or chain that won't dam- 
age the peanut plant. (Bags are not 
good because they then become haz- 
ardous waste,) Immediately incorpo- 
rate the Temik. Flat sweeps work 
well, 

Growers need to be very careful 
to follow the label and to cultivate 
the Temik in at that time, Be sure 
your equipment adequately cuts off 
and then disk the Temik in at the end 
of your fields. 

Of course, it takes rainfall at that 


time for Temik to work, Some other

If | Was Alcohol, | Would Be Rich 

As clients funnelled in and out of my office, week after week, month after month, year 
after year, and in and out of drug related treatment programs, I began to think: “If I was 
alcohol, | would be rich.”’ Very often readers read about the results of the adverse of alco- 
hol on one’s life situation and not how it effects the body upon immediate consumption. 

Come with me on this mysterious journey as I (alcohol) become employed by you, the 
employer (the body). I am highly qualified for the job. I have received outstanding evalu- 
ations of previous employers and others who have known my work history. All of my em- 
ployees were well satisfied. My qualifications state that 1 am non-discriminative, honest, 
willing and ready to work, years of experience, promising results, never tiring, dependa- 
ble, and I qualify as a long term progressive runner. My employers were always satisfied, 
for I guarantee my work. I love my job. 

You've just introduced me to your body by way of consumption, entering your mouth 
with a burning, irritating sensation. I don’t taste good, although my employers lie, saying 
that I do. Oh, how I irritate the esophagus as I travel to the stomach passing through the 
small intestine, where I am absorbed in the blood stream and being sent to every part of 
the body, especially the brain. Within 30 seconds of ingestion, the brain allows me to put 
it to sleep, sedating and killing nerve cells. In the mean time I continue my work on the 
stomach eating away at the stomach lining.

Two and one 
half (2 1/2) drinks of me can affect my employer’s judgement and lower their inhibitions. 
My employers try to eliminate me at times but I am such an expert worker that it takes a 
long process. About 90% of me is metabolized through the liver. The remaining 10% is 
eliminated through the lungs and urine. Most of my employers are anxious or greedy.

My job is to irri- 
tate and sedate. I am alcohol, | am rich. Who am I? I wish that I was alcohol, I would be 
rich. However, I am just an employer (the body).

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Court orders new trial for Owen Ziglar

The Alabama Court of Criminal 
Appeals has ordered that Spencer 
Owen Ziglar be granted a new trial. 

During Ziglar’s murder trial, testi- 
mony by his estranged wife, Donna 
Ziglar, was allowed in court. 

The state’s attorneys contended 
that Ziglar was divorced from Mrs. 
Ziglar while defense attomeys 
voiced objections that the two were 
still legally married. 

Mrs. Ziglar told the court that she 
did not wish to testify, but was being 
compelled to do so by the state. 

The trial judge, Circuit Judge 
John Crawley, ruled that Mrs. Ziglar 
could and should testify. 

The appeals court ruled in favor 
of the defendant stating that Mrs. Zi- 
glar’s testimony should not have 
been allowed during the trial. 

The court’s ruling stated: 

“We hold the trial court erred in 
determining that, for purposes of 
invoking the marital privilege, the 
appellant (Owen Ziglar) and his 
wife were divorced...in this case, 
neither the appellant nor his wife 


established. his. or her claim or 
right to a divorce by any evidence. 
Thus, the court in which the di- 
vorce action was pending had no 
evidence before it and no jurisdic- 
tional authority to render a final 
judgement of divorce.” 

Also addressed in Ziglar’s appeal 
was the whether or not the court 
erred in admitting certain physical 
evidence,
